Engineering School 
Develops New 
Educational Approach 


The University’s School of Engi- 
neering, recently renamed the School of 
Engineering and Applied Science, an- 
nounced this month that a completely 
new approach to engineering and ap- 
plied science education, unique in the 
United States, will be instituted in the 
School next Fall. 

Conventional freshman, sophomore, 
junior, and senior years will no longer 
serve as the educational pattern. In 
their place will be three forms, or levels, 
of accomplishment: the Introductory, 
the Intermediate, and the Advanced. 
Students will proceed from level to 
level, not by classes, but by individual 
accomplishment’ determined by a requi- 
site number of credits for each level and 
a series of comprehensive examinations 
given by the Faculty to evaluate the in- 
dividual, the knowledge he has gained, 
and the intellectual powers he has de- 
veloped. 

There will be no formal specifica- 
tions for courses to be taken at the In- 
troductory and Intermediate levels. Each 
student will set his own goals and pro- 
gram in consultation with his Faculty 
Adviser. On the Advanced level, where 
a student concentrates his study and ac- 
tivity in a specific field of his choice, 
the pattern of work will be designated 
according to the degree which he wishes 
to obtain. 

“This program recognizes the in- 
dividual student as the most impor- 
tant single element in the educational 
process,” said Dean Martin A. Mason 
of the School of Engineering and Ap- 
plied Science in announcing the new 
program. “As individuals are distinc- 
tive, there can be no single educational 
formula or pattern by which the student 
moves toward professional competence. 
Therefore, in our new program we pro- 
vide opportunity for many and varied 
educational experiences.

The George Washington University 
ranks first (men) and second (women) 
among educational institutions from 
which Federal Executives (those in the 
Federal Civil Service at GS Grade 14 
and higher) have received undergrad- 
uate degrees. 

In an article entitled “Women Ex- 
ecutives in the Federal Government,” by 
W. Lloyd Warner, Professor of Social 
Research at Michigan State University ; 
Paul P. Van Riper, Professor of Ad- 
ministration at Cornell University; 
Norman H. Martin, Professor of Man- 
agement at New York University; and 
Orvis F. Collins, Professor of Business 
Administration at Michigan State Uni- 
versity, which appears in the October, 
1962, issue of Public Personnel Review, 
the authors include in their statistical 
study a ranking of those educational in- 
stitutions from which women Federal 
Executives have been graduated, with 
a comparative listing for men Federal 
Executives. 

The top institutions from which 
women Federal Executives have re- 
ceived undergraduate degrees, in order, 
are California, George Washington, 
Vassar, and Wisconsin. Those from 
which men Federal Executives received 
undergraduate degrees are George 
Washington, City College of New York, 
California, and Harvard, in that order.

“The student will be given much 
personal freedom,” continued Dean 
Mason, “but freedom tempered with re- 
sponsibility to accept the consequences 
of his actions and decisions, and re- 
strained by the ethics, practices, and 
rules of the profession he is preparing 
to enter. 


“We recognize the essential unity 
of science and technology, of engineer- 
ing and applied science. In our curricu- 
lum, strong emphasis will be placed on 
knowledge which is fundamental and 
has continuing application. Major atten- 
tion will be given to acquisition of 
competence in theory, analysis, and de- 
sign, to the end that the individual pos- 
sesses the means for translating his 
ideas into reality. Imagination and cre- 
ativity will be encouraged in preference 
to memorization of technical detail. We 
aim toward understanding and compre- 
hension rather than training for a job.” 


A striking feature of the new pro- 
gram is the encouragement it gives stu- 
dents early in their college work to seek 
a truly liberal education as a founda- 
tion for their professional studies. “Re- 
strictions of specific technical course re- 
quirements will be removed, and the 
need of engineers and applied scientists 
for comprehension of values and under- 
standing of man’s heritage will be em- 
phasized,” Dean Mason said. “The iso- 
lation of technical students from the 
liberal arts that is characteristic of 
most engineering and science curricula 
will be replaced by the freedom to ex- 
plore the range of man’s knowledge.” 


Another feature of the School which 
will be changed is its traditional ad- 
ministrative division into the Depart- 
ments of Civil, Electrical, and Mechani- 
cal Engineering. There will be a single 
Faculty. Also, there will be only one 
undergraduate degree, Bachelor of Sci- 
ence, in contrast to the four now offered. 
Candidates for the degree will special- 
ize in one of twelve areas of concentra- 
tion: Civil Engineering, Communica- 
tions, Control Systems, Electrical Engi- 
neering, Electronics, Energy Conver- 
sion, Engineering Science, Machine 
Computers, Measurement Science, Me- 
chanical Engineering, Structures, or 
Theoretical and Applied Mechanics. 

The new program was developed 
during a three-year period of study and 
experimentation. Many of its features 
are based on experience gained in grad- 
uate programs at the University. 

Dean Mason stated that he believes 
the new program will help alleviate a 
number of areas of concern in engineer- 
ing education. First, it is hoped that a 


more liberal program will attract more 
students to the field, since the percent- 
age of high school graduates entering 
schools of engineering has dropped from 
ll per cent to 6 per cent in the past 
four years. Secondly, the flexibility the 
new approach offers may help in keep- 
ing up with the current rapid pace of 
technological progress. And the empha- 
sis will be on the individual student. 
“We were frightened in engineering 
that we might be developing a sort of 
race of prototype machines,” said Dean 
Mason. 

Students already enrolled in the 
School’s undergraduate program will 
have the option of entering the new pro- 
gram or continuing under the present 
system until graduation. 


Alumni to Tour Europe 


A European Tour has been planned 
for next summer for alumni of the Uni- 
versity and their friends. A four week 
basic itinerary has been arranged. 

Beginning in England the group 
will then cross the English Channel to 
Holland to visit Amsterdam and the 
Hague. A luxury motor-coach will take 
the group through such cities as Co- 
logne, Heidelberg, and Munich, Ger- 
many, then on to Austria to visit Salz- 
burg and Vienna. Italy is next on the 
itinerary, with visits to Venice, Florence, 
Rome, and Milan, after which the tour 
will turn north to Zurich and Lucerne, 
Switzerland, and then through the 
Champagne country to Paris. 

Extras during the trip will include 
such highlights as theater tickets in 
London, nightclub visits to Paris’ best 
clubs, operas and concerts in Rome and 
Salzburg. There will be a Rhine River 
cruise, a boat trip through the canals 
of Holland, and many additional fea- 
tures. 

The hotels have been carefully 
chosen with an eye toward service, ac- 
commodations, and meals; the group 
will be limited in number, and the em- 
phasis will be placed on seeing the best 
Europe has to offer without the usual 
regimentation so often associated with 
group travel. Everyone will have ample 
free time to visit sights on his own, 
while at the same time a full program 
of planned sightseeing with multi- 
lingual guides will also be included. 

The group rate for the tour will be 
$835, which will include everything— 
Transatlantic transportation, hotels, 
meals, sightseeing, tips, and admission 
fees.
